OPEN DUMP 
IN TWO 
MONTHS 


Members of the Albany City 
| Council discussed at some length 
the report of Acting City Engin- 
eer Cunan on the city’s dump 
Monday night, and expressed the 
belief it might be possible to re- 
open for the disposal of loeal rub- 
bish only within two months, 

The city engineer's estimate on 
the cost of Installing a 200-foot 
barrier, with enclosed ends, was 
$5,000. His report said he thought 
this would permit operation of 
the dump for 9 or 10 months if 
confined to Albany residents or 
business firms only. 

The mayor declared there was 
35,000 in the budget which had | 
been set aside for the purpose of 
installing a barrier around the 
|dump area, and that he thought 
at j it would be possible to count on 
the remainder coming from 
dumping fees.
